Edmund Gunter (1581*1626) did for sines and tangents what his colleague, Henry 
Briggs, did for natural numbers. Both of these distinguished mathematicians were 
professors at Gresham College. Gunter's scale and Gunter's chain are well known, 
the latter being constantly used in land-surveying. 

In 1622 Gunter discovered by experiments that the declination of the magnetic 
needle had varied five degrees in forty-two years (see Cross-Staffe, bk. 2, chap. 5). He 
suspected ao error and dropped his investigations. His successor at Gresham College, 
Henry Gellibrand, confirmed and established Gunter's results. Gunter when drawing 
the lines upon the dials in Whitehall Gardens made allowance for this variation. 
These dials were destroyed in 1697.

The books which have been written on British birds, from the first edition of Bewick in 
1797 down to Saunders’s Manual in 1889, are legion, but in veiy few of them are the eggs of 
British birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s British Oology was begun in 1831, and the last was finished 
in 1850. The plates were coloured by hand, and are most of them good ; but all three editions 
have long been out of print, and, indeed, much of the letterpress is out of date. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the eggs of British birds, but they contain only 
figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the British Islands, and these by no means satisfy 
the wants of the egg collector. 

For one who is interested in birds there are a hundred persons who are interested in eggs. 
What the egg collector wants is a work in one volume, at a moderate price, with colonred 
illustrations of the egg of every British bird. The egg collector of to-day is very exacting. To 
satisfy him the chromos must be as good as love and money can make them. The letterpress, 
too, must be up to date in every respect, and, withal, not bulky. Into less than a page devoted 
to each of the 400 British birds must be condensed the following facts :—(1) the extent of the 
breeding range; (2) the date of the nesting season ; (3) the situation in which the nest is 
placed ; (4) the size and shape of the nest, and the materials of which it is composed; 
(5) the number of the eggs; (6) the variations of size and colour of the eggs; (7) the way to 
distinguish them from the eggs which resemble them most closely.

“ The first step towards the preparation of this volume was the formation of a collection of 
the Reptiles and Batrachians of Egypt. This was an absolute necessity, as these groups were 
evidently so poorly represented in the Museums of this country and in those of Europe, that it 
would have been impossible to have derived from them any just conception of the extent of 
these constituents of the Egyptian Fauna. Moreover, in Great Britain, as on the Continent, it 
was a rare circumstance to find a specimen with any more definite locality assigned to it than

It is now more than eight years since I published the last instalment of 
Mr. Hazlitt’s well-known contribution to English Bibliography, and although

This new edition, to be known as the Ormonde Edition, has been carefully prepared for 
the press, with introduction and annotations by William S. Walsh, literary editor of tbe 
New Fork Herald. “ John Decastro ” is an extraordinary bit of fiction—“ the finest specimen 
of Rabelaisian humour in the English language ”—and it has had a career as extraordinary 
as its contents. 

It made its first appearance in London in 1815. An American edition followed in 
Boston in 1816. So far as known, the book attracted little attention at the time. Nobody 
sought to trace its authorship. Of course John Mathers—the name of one of the characters in 
the book, “ more familiarly known as ‘Old Comical”*—is an obvious pen-name. Two-score 
▼ears passed away. It would seem that the book had sunk into hopeless oblivion. Yet its 
memory was kept alive in an esoteric fashion by here and there a true believer. In 1857 all 
true believers were rejoiced by the appearance of an article in Blackwood's Magazine entitled 
“John Decastro, a Quaint Rechauffe.” The article was itself a masterly bit of criticism. 
Moreover, it was written with infections enthusiasm, with stimulating wit and humour. It 
fulfilled its expressed aim to “ prevent the memory of the Decastros from perishing utterly from 
the face of the earth.*’ It did more than this. It brought together the scattered ashes of the 
Decastro cult and fanned them into a flame that has burned steadily to the present day. The 
old editions of the book have been in constant demand ever since. 

And every now and then the book has been rediscovered by some self-fancied Columbus of 
criticism who has rushed into print with an enthusiastic commendation of his find. But no 
Columbus has yet discovered the author’s name. Numerous efforts have been made in vain. 
Notes and Queries, that champion of the literary questioner, has repeatedly failed to 
awake an answer among its numerous correspondents. The dictionaries of Anonymous and 
Pseudonymous Literatures are all silent upon the subject—save only Cushing’s Manual, an 
antbority not absolutely ecumenical, which dubiously credits the novel to George Colman the 
younger, famous in his own dav as a humorist, surviving to-day only in some doggerel verses 
and in the comedy of “ Tbe Heir at Law,'* now better known from its leading character as 
u Dr. Pangloss.” Another guess has suggested William CobbetL Whoever be the author, 
however, no library of English fiction can be considered compute without a copy of “ John 
Decastro." Far more than Swift does “John Mathers’* deserve that part of Pope’s com¬ 
mendation which ascribes to the great Dean, the quality to “ Laugh and shake in Rabelais* 
•asy ehair.**
